The Status of Claims 

Claims 3-4 are pending. 
Claims 3-4 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The rejection of Claims 1-2 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, has 
been withdrawn due to the cancellation of the claims . 

• The rejection of Claim 3 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-t3q)e 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 2 and 6 of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,319,177 has been withdrawn due to the Terminal Disclaimer filed 
on 7/03/2008. 

• The rejection of Claims 1-2 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
clearly by Becker et al (US 3,526,674) has been withdrawn due to the 
cancellation of the claims .
